\ OU all know that the Kings and Qucens of England cannot Err;

And how ſick was Ahab for Naboth's Vineyard, to inlarge his own: And 
it Monev would have purchas'd it, he would have bought it; but his 
Wife telling him of his Power, by that he obtained it, tho' it was the 
utter Ruin of them both. But the Wiſdom of the moſt. High, has 
been otherwiſe to England; for he has taken a particular Care of the 
Princes of this Nation, knowing they are liable ro Temptations, there- 
{orc he has bound them with Laws that they ſhould not Err. There- 
tore how Careful ought you to be, and to Pray to God for his Directi- 
ons, {or how ſoon may you deſtroy your ſelves and no help for you, 
all lying at your Door, for nothing of this Nature can be done with- 
out you. For this Union may be Fatal both to Exgland and Scotland, 
and therefore for the Lord's ſake, {or the Church's ſake, for the Queen's 
ſtake, and for the Peace of the Kingdom, and for the Love of your 
Selves and Poſterity, don't yield ro it. And God Almighty give. you 
Wiſſom and Power to withſtand all Things that may be for your Hurt 
and the Kingdom's. Which ſhall ever be the Prayer of Her who is your
